SOLID HEATING ELEMENTS 

European kitchens often feature 
solid heating elements on a cooktop 
of tempered glass or porcelain ena- 
mel. The solid elements are individu- 
al heating systems that provide top 
performance and quick, easy clean- 
ing. 
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Solid elements are cast iron plates 
in which clectrical heating coils have 
been placed and arranged to provide 
even heat distribution. Iron retains 
heat well, so the burner can be 
tumed off before food is thoroughly 
cooked and retained heat can be used 
to finish the job -- an energy saving 
feature. Although there are different 
types of solid elements, all are 
Slightly elevated and sealed to the 
cooktop surface. No spills can get 
under the elements and there are no 
drip bowls to clean. 

For regular cleaning, wiping the 
element with a damp cloth is often 
sufficient. If the element is lightly 
soiled, use an all purpose powdered 
or liquid cleanser and rinse thor- 
Oughly For more difficult stains, 
soapy scouring pads are suggested. 
Again, rinse thoroughly. Warming 
the element at a low setting before 
cleaning will facilitate the process. 
Whatever cleaning process is used, 
heat the clement on a medium set- 
ting immediately afterward so it will 
dry thoroughly and not rust or cor- 
rode. 

Always allow the cooktop to cool 
completely before cleaning, For nor- 
mal daily cleaning, simply wipe the 
top with a damp cloth; a glass clean- 
er can be used to remove smudges 
and light soil. For those difficult-to- 
remove siains, use a nonabrasive 
cleanser, hand dishwashing liquid or 
a paste of baking soda and water. Do 

not use any cleaning product that is 
not recommended for use on glass. 
Rinse thoroughly, then dry and buff 
with a clean dry cloth.

A former Enterprise business 
man, Richard (Rick) Evans, age 45, 
was sentenced to 20 years in prison 
Monday evening.

New Brockton awards phaselll sewer project to Dothan firm

The awarding of a substantial 
contact was the major item on the 
agenda for New Brockton's City 
Council meeting last Monday eve- 
ning. City fathers awarded the bid 
for completing Phase III of the 
town's sewer construction project to 
the construction firm of Blankenship 
& Lee of Dothan, Alabama. 

The Dothan firm submitted the 
_low bid of $283,844.97 at the De- 
cember 17th meeting at which time 
all the bids were tabled until they 
could be studied by the city's engi- 
neer, David Hicks. The low bid met 
all the required specifications set- 
forth in the bid request and was 
awarded ‘in Monday's meeting. 

Phase III includes the running of 
new sewer lines along Fiztsimmons 
and Railroad Streets arid to the ele- 
mentary school located off North 
John Street. Also, new lines wiil be 
run along North John Street to the 
intersection of U. S. Highway 84. 

In addition, two pumping or lift 
stations will be installed on N. John 
and Fitzsimmons Streets. 

The construction on the above 
sewer project is scheduled to start in 


February. 
The city council also received ac- 
knowledgement from the Coffee 


County Commission that they would 
agree to help maintain the sewer sys- 
tem to county facilities located in the 
city.

new county jail , Farm Center build- 
ings, and the county highway depart- 
ment's complex. 

A question arose concerning sew- 
er problems which might arise or be 
caused from "washdown areas" with- 
in the county facilities.

Elba schools deals with proration 


Proration of education by the 
State of Alabama will have an imme- 
diate impact on every school system 
in Alabama. 

Locally Elba Superintendent 
Charles Pearce explained he has al- 
ready put into action a plan devised 
last November when it became evi- 
dent proration was a strong possibili- 
ty. 

A cut of $140,000 would hurt any 
school's budget, but when it comes 
as a 3.9% cut in the annual budget 
but later in the school year, it means 
in reality the cut is a larger percent- 
age. This time it means the schools 
must cut 5% from their budgets for 
the rest of the year. ; 

No funds can be cut from teache 


salaries and some other fixed ex- 
penses. Therefore all cuts must come 
from about 25% of the state funds 
received. That puts the 5% up to 
20% of the available funds. 

Pearce named five areas he told 
principals on Monday where cuts 
must be made. 

1. Lay off all temporary help. 
This was done at the Christmas 
break. 

2. Cut teacher supply money 
from $525 a year to $400. This is a 
cut to 80% of their scheduled funds. 

3. All capital expenditures 
stopped unless directly involving 
safety of students and faculty. 

4. All thermostats set no higher 
than 66° to save energy. 


5. All administrative travel 
stopped unless required by the state 
education department. Then car 
pooling used if at all possible. 

The Superintendent said an effort 
would be made to conserve on 
school bus fuel but it is awful hard to 
get those busses to go get students 
without burning gasoline! 

Pearce said this will be reviewed 
monthly and if it is not getting the 
desired results, additional cuts will 
be made. 

He stated that he doesn't antici- 
pate having to go to the banks to bor- 
row operating money, but some fund 
balances will surely drop below de- 
sired minimum. 


Hartzell, a mental health counselor 
who has been seeing the child vic- 
tim; Linda Evans, Mr. Evans’ former 
wife of 22 years; and a former 15 
year-old (at the time) employee of 
Mr. Evans’. Evans is the former 
owner of Badcock Home Furnish- 
ings in Enterprise.

Evans, Evans’ 71 year-old mother. 
Also, one of Mr. Evans’ sons and his 
sister testified on his behalf. Just 
prior to sentencing, Rick Evans took 
the stand on his own behalf. 

The attorney for the defense con- 
tended that nothing could be accom- 
plished by sending Mr. Evans to 
prison, but by him receiving psycho- 
logical help (at his own expense) he 
could once again "prove himself" 
and once again become a productive 
citizen in society. 

The prosecution maintained that 
the only sure way to prevent Mr. 
Evans from committing the same of- 
fense again was to put him in prison. 
Dr. Renfroe, a witness for the de- 
fense, testified that no guarantee 
could be given that Mr. Evans would 
not commit the act again 

In testimony presented to the 
court, it was stated that Mr. Evans 
had committed the same crime two 
or three years prior to the one for 
which he was being sentenced. The 
victim was also a young female 
child. 

Evans of Route 1, Jack, Alabama 
was indicted by an Elba Division 
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grand jury in June of 1990. On Sep- 
tember 8, 1990, he plead guilty to 
both charges, sodomy and sexual 
abuse. Just prior to a scheduled sen- 
tencing hearing on October 29, 
1990, Evans changed his plea to not 
guilty. The state contended that he 
(Evans) could not change his plea at 
that time, but the defense argued that 
it was his constitutional right! 

After a lot of legal maneuvering 
by both state and defense attorneys, 
the matter was appealed to the Crim- 
inal Court of Appeals for a ruling, 
but before the Court could rule, 
Evans once again changed his plea 
back to guilty thus bringing about 
the six-hour sentencing hearing 
Monday evening. 

At the close of the hearing, Evans 
tearfully made a plea to the court to 
give him a chance "to prove himself" 
and allow him to stay in counseling 
under Dr, Renfroe. He has been in- 
volved in group therapy for sex of- 
fenders since August of 1990. The 
group is under the direction of Dr. 
Renfroe. 

Judge Butts sentenced Evans and 
stated that, in his order, he would re- 
quest that he (Evans) be sent to a 
state prison facility where he might 
receive psychological treatment for 
his "problem." 

"The whole thing is a tragedy to 
the world," Butts stated as he de- 
clared the hearing over. 

Evans has the right to appeal and 
a working appeal bond has been set 
at $35,000. At press time, Evans was 
still in the Coffee County Jail in 
Elba. 


Foshee seeks change of 
venue in pending lawsuit

On October 30, 1990, a lawsuit 
was filed against State Senator Crum 
Foshee by Roy Hilton, vice chair- 
man of the Coffee County Republi- 
can Party. The suit challenged Fosh- 
ee's right to hold political office. 

The suit came just seven days 
prior to the general election on No- 
vember 6 inwhich Foshee was being 
opposed by Republican opponent J. 
T. Raley. He went on to win the 
election by more than a 2,500 vote 
margin. 

Foshee is now contending that the 
suit should be changed from Mont- 
gomery County, where it was origi- 
nally filed, to a county within State 
Senate District 31. This is the district 
which Foshee represents. 

The suit alleges that a pardon was 
granted to Foshee in connection with 
a conviction for mail fraud, but it did 
not restore his right to hold an elect- 
ed office.

Elba W & E Board okays free increases 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board voted Tuesday evening to in- 
crease water tapping fees and to 
change the late fees for utility users. 

The late fees will change from the 
flat fee of $5.00 and will be based on 
7% of the amount owed with a mini- 
mum of $3.00. The maximum will 
be $35.00 a month. 

This will benefit late payers who 
owe only a small water bill but will 
cost large users more, 

The increase in water tapping fees 
will not be effective until March 17, 
1991, 

At that time a 3/4" water tap (the 
average household) will cost 
$200.00 plus $50.00 if a roadway 
must be disturbed, 

A 1" water tap will cost $300,00 
plus the same $50 for tearing up the 
road, 

Both the 2" and the 3" water taps 
(those occasionally installed for a 
commercial account) will increase to 
$400 and $500 respectively plus the 
$50, 

Added to all the above water tap 
charges will be the charges for the 
backflow preventor which is re- 
quired on all new installations, 

Also the fee will be doubled if a 
four lane highway has to be cut, If 
the roadway has to be bored under, 
(which is a contract job) the cusiom- 
er will be charged the actual cost. 

A short review of the financial 
condition of the utility showed it is 
in relatively good condition consid- 
ering the problems of the past year. 

Monthly bills were approved for 
payment and the board members re- 
viewed the delinquent utility ac- 
counts. 

Also presented to the board was a 
list of five returned checks totaling 


$553.58, Efforts are being made to 
collect these funds, 

The board approved a “Customer 
Deposit Refund Form” recommend- 
ed by City Clerk Pat Boothe. She ex- 
plained the auditors had approved 
the form and the procedure. 

It will be used on some $23,000 
of inactive accounts which are await- 
ing application of deposits, 

All deposits made before 1982 
were previously refunded to custom- 
ers, even if they were still using cily 
utilities. Those since 1982 are still 
on deposit and a form was needed to 
properly handle the refunds for dis- 
continued accounts, 

Lynn Mitchell, of Peters-Mitchell 
& Associates, presented the board 
with a comprehensive study of the 
Elba water system. It included a 
breakdown on exactly what the sys- 
tem presently consists of and recom- 
mendations on what is needed. 

A major concern was the upcom- 
ing needs of water to the new school 
park on Highway 84 West. 

Mitchell said extensive work 
must be done to get adequate water 
to the new schools, He noted that the 
well on that end of town is presently 
pumping seven hours a day but the 
booster pump is already operating 24 
hours a day, 

Also needing extensive upgrad- 
ing, according to Mitchell, is the wa- 
ter supply on the opposite end of 
Highway 84. He explained that the 
long lines, with no tie-ins to other 
lines, caused supply problems during 
heavy usage times, 

One proposal given to the board 
included dniling an additional walter 
well, This would help supply the av- 
erage daily 900,000 gallons needs 
of the community, plus extend the 


life of the three existing water wells. 

The addition of an elevated 
300,000 storage tank on the East 
side of town plus some larger supply 


lines would solve that problem and 


alfow for further expansion, the engi- 
neer told board members. 

Elba presently has a storage ca- 
pacity for one million gallons of wa- 
ter. Mitchell recommended increas- 
ing that to 1.6 million with the 
storage tank on the East plus another 
on the West end of town. 

He urged both these be elevated 
tanks to give better waler pressure to 
the entire town without depending 
on booster pumps which must use 
costly electricity. 

Board members were asked to re- 
view the extensive report and be pre- 
pared to make some decisions in 
coming months.

If Judge Montiel does not grant 
the change of venue, then Judge- 
elect Reese will be scheduled to hear 
the case, according to Foshee. 

"T still think it’s a political issue, 
and they will hurt the district if they 
do win. This district could go with- 
out representation,” Foshee said. 

"It we get a fair hearing, then 
everything will be all right, but if 
not, there's. always the right to ap- 
peal, and I would certainly do so," 
Foshee. added.

Z. C. Physics Class Studies Force 


by Donna Holcomb 

The Physics class at Zion Chapel 
High School recently performed a lab 
dealing with force and acceleration, 

The students first loaded a dynamics 
cart with 50 grams, 100 grams, and 200 
grams of weight. Dynamic carts are carts 
that have metal wheels, therefore, they 
cause no friction. A string with a paper 
clip tied to the end was then attached to 
the cart and over a pulley, On the other 
end of the cart was paper tape that was 
run through a carbon paper timer. Metal 
washers then hung on the paper clip until 
the friction force acting on the cart was 
offset. This weight remained on the clip 
throughout the entire experiment to act 
as a counterweight. 

During the first timing 50 grams was 
removed from the cart and placed on the 
paper clip at the other end. Then the tim- 
er was started while the cart was re- 
leased. Both were then stopped when the 
50 grams reached the floor. The timer 
tape was then labeled. This was done the 
same way with different weights several 
times, 

After completing each timing the stu- 
dents were required to make a speed ver- 
sus time graph using their results. They 
were then asked to determine the slope 
of each timing which would be the accel- 
eration. With this information they had 
to plot an acceleration versus force 
graph.

laws of motion. Newton's first law of 
motion states that when no external force 
is acting on an object it will either re- 
main at rest or if it is moving, it will con- 
tinue to move in a straight line at a con-

an unbalanced force does act on an ob- 
ject, the object will undergo an accelera- 
tion directly proportional to the magni- 
tude of the force. Both of these laws 
were used during the experiment.

"The recent purchase of computer 
equipment has updated and expand- 
ed the training possibilities available 
through Enterprise State's computer 
and information science division," 
says Sue Baum, chairman of that di- 
vision. "We hope to teach the latest 
versions of most software packages 
on the market. The state-of-the-art 
equipment we now have will expose 
our computer scie1ice majors and 
others taking our courses to the most 
recent technological developments.” 

The purchase of the equipment 
for this new lab was partially funded 
by a grant from the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Postsecondary Education. 
The funds were secured through sub- 
mission of a competitive proposal 
for enhancement of vocational pro- 
grams authorized by the Congress in 
the Perkins Vocational Act. 

Currently ESJC offers the follow- 
ing programs of study: Associate in 
Applied Science in Computer Sci- 
ence, Certificate in Computer Pro- 
graming, and Certificate in Micro- 
computer Technology. 

"Courses are available for the 
novice and those planning a long- 
term career in a computer-related oc- 
cupation,” says Baum.

"The acquisition of this equip- 
ment is also benefiting other course 
offerings," adds Dr, Judy Snyder, 
chairman of ESJC's business divi- 
sion, "We are using the computers in 
a variety of ways in Our accounting, 
statistics, and economic principles 
and also to develop problem solving 
skills uansferable to many other 
business setting, The computers are 
also being used in records manage- 
ment courses to teach concepts ol 
electronic filing and retrieval, for 
desktop publishing and word pro- 
cessing instruction, for management 
and human relations simulations, for 
resume writing and production, and 
in a myriad of other ways." 

Dr, Snyder continues, "The de-

Goals For The Cow-Calf Producer 


Stan Windham - Associate County Agent 


I have said many times at various 
meetings with various groups and 
various individuals that I have had 
conversations with that the beef in 
dustry is growing faster in south Ala- 
bama than probably anywhere in the 
nation. | base this statement on the 
fact that nationwide, the southeast- 
em part of the United States has 
been shown to be growing in cattle 
numbers where in many parts of the 
nation they are declining. Here in al- 
abama the Wiregrass area is one of 
the fastest growing cattle areas in the 
nation. With these growing pains 
many times can also come some mis- 
management. Cattlemen do not plan 
on this, but what generally happens 
is they are growing so fast and moy- 
ing so quickly that they don't take 
time to sit down and really look at 
what their operation is doing and 
what the bottom line is. In the next 
few paragraphs I want to offer some 
goals to consider as you reflect on 
your operation here at the end of 
1990, 

I think a realistic goal for every 
cow-calf herd is to have one calf per 
cow per year. One of the easiest 
ways to do this is to have a short 
controlled breeding season of no 
more than 90 days. Then wean your 
calves in the five to eight-month 
range and rebreed your cows about 
the same time every year. You will 
be surprised at how close a well fed 
cow will calve to the same time each 
year. 

As for as weaning weights go, I 
feel like a realistic 205 day weight 
for most cow/calf herds is 550 
pounds. For those of you have al- 
ready passed this mark, I think your 
average 205 weight goal should be 
around 600 pounds. 

Another item to consider is cost 
to production. Based on my figures, 
I don't see how you can get by with 
less than 150 dollars a cow per year. 
But I would hate to see this figure go 
over 250 per cow. I have heard of 
cases going as high as 350 per cow. I 


think in these cases we need to take 
a serious look at the operation and 
see if there is a hole somewhere. 

Another goal should be to preg 
check every cow in the herd at some- 
where around 60-80 days after you 
pull the bull out. An open cow will 
do nothing but cost you money. If 
she has had all the advantages of all 
the other cows the only place she 
needs to go is the stock yard. 

We mentioned earlier about a 90- 
day breeding season. With this you 
also get a short calving season which 
is more labor efficient by a long way 
and the uniformity of your calves 
will be greatly enhanced. 

Last thing I want to mention is 
profits. It would be pretty crazy for 
me to mention a specific figure I 
would like to see you hit because, 
everybody has an entirely different 
situation. Some people are going to 
make 200 dollars per head on their 
calves and some will do good to 
even get 50. It just depends on your 
situation. But, if you are low it may 
not mean that you are a poor manag- 
er. It may just mean that you have a 
situation such that you are having to 
spend more money or pay more 
money out.But I would like for you 
to consider this as it relates to profit, 
at least as it relates to maximizing 
profits. Profits are directly propor- 
tionate to the number of calves you 
have, their weaning weight and the 
price that you receive for them. In 
everyone of these areas is some 
measure of control. So, if your prof- 
its have slipped, particularly with the 
limes we are in now with the high 
prices we are receiving for cattle, 
you need to look at these three areas. 
The number of calves that you are 
weaning as it relates to the number 
of cows in your herd, the weight at 
which you are weaning them and the 
price you are receiving for them. 

This is just some areas you can 
take a look at as it relates to your op- 
erauion. If you have any questions 
give me a call at 894-5596.

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HOW SMALL IS SMALL? 

How big is an_ infinitesimal 
amount? It’s hard to imagine what 
one part per million, billion, or wil- 
lion is. And that’s how minute a 
measure can be taken with sophisti- 
cated devices such as a gas chromat- 
ograph/mass spectrometer, used to 
identify and measure low-level or- 
ganics in pollutants and other com- 
pounds, As standards regarding con- 
laminates become commonplace, an 
understanding of the size needs to be 
pul in perspective. The following 
provides some comparisons: 

1 part per million: 1 cent/ 
$10,000; 1 minute/2 years; 1 inch/16 
miles 

1 past per billion: 1 cent 
$10,000,000; 1 second/32 years; | 
inch/16,000 miles 

1 part per willion: 1 cent 
$10,000,000,000; 1 second/320 cen 
turies; 1 inch/16,000,000 miles 


FERTILIZING PECANS 

Soil testing is the best way to find 
out how much fertilizer pecans need. 
There are six fertilizer elements that 
pecans need most- calcium, phos 
phorus, potassium, magnesium, ni- 
trogen and zinc, 

Nitrogen is the element that sup- 
plies "grow power" to pecans, Each 
year fertilize your wees with 1 1/2 
pounds of ammonium nitrate for 
each year of age of that tree up to 
25-30 pounds per tree. For trees set 
out this year, split the nitrogen appli- 
cations, Apply about a pound in 
April and again in June. 

Zinc is a very important element 
for pecans. Even when all other nu- 


tents are present, the pecan produc- 
tion will be affected. To prevent zinc 
deficiency, apply 2-3 pounds of zinc 
sulfate every year. Put zinc on in the 
fall, winter or early spring, 

Calcium and magnesium can be 
supplied by using dolomitic lime- 
stone, The soil test will tell you how 
much is needed to raise the pH to 6.5 
The soil test will also tell you how 
much phosphorus and potassium is 
needed, if any. 

The best time to fertilize pecan 
trees is between February 1 and Feb- 
ruary 20, 

DORMANT SPRAYS 

Now is an excellent time to apply 
dormant sprays to fruit and nut trees 
which have no leaves on them right 
now, Dormant sprays are essential to 
keep the trees healthy, Probably 
more backyard fruit trees are killed 
by pests that could have been con- 
trolled with dormant sprays than 
from any other cause, These sprays 
climinate overwintering fungus 
spores and/or other fungus and bac- 
terial pests, 

Use dormant sprays before green 
tissue shows in the buds. Spray on 
days when the ais temperature is 
above freezing, and no freeze is ex- 
pected for several days, 

The liquid lime sulfur sprays can 
be used for most of your trees. If you 
want to make sure you get good re- 
sulis, apply two dormant sprays as 
Outlined in “Spraying Home Or- 
chards", Circular ANR-50, You can 
pick up a copy from the Extension 
office or call 894-5596 and ask us to

City council votes to sell surplus property

The Elba City Council will be 
selling three pieces of property de- 
clared surplus in action Monday 
night 

[he council passed motions to 
handle the legal paperwork to sell 
the former library site and two va- 
cant pieces of property at the inter- 
section of Taylor Mill Road and 
Tucker Street. 

The library was located in a 
building formerly used by Dr. John 
Kimmey as his clinic. Upon his re- 
tirement, Dr. Kimmey sold the prop- 
erty to the city, which at that time 
was Searching for a library location. 

Present plans call for construction 
of a new building for the city library 
across from the police station on the 
site of the two story building which 
‘once housed city hall downstairs and 
the Masonic Hall upstairs. The tenta- 
tive plans are to purchase the proper- 
ty between this site and the fire de- 
partment (known as the W. H. 
Taylor home) and build a building 
for the rescue squad here, keeping 
ail emergency organizations close to- 
gether. 

The Tucker Street property was 
acquired several years ago under a 
federal program to eliminate sub- 
standard housing. 

Several other tracts of property 
acquired under that program will be 
reviewed, and possibly declared sur- 
plus, following a request from city 


council members that such action be 
studied, 

In other business the council ap- 
proved a resolution requesting an ad- 
ditional community development 
grant (CDBG) to hire a contractor to 
complete the drainage project started 
before ‘the March flood. Mayor Fred 
Moore explained city employees 
don't now have the time to do the 
work and it needs to be completed. 

The City plans to hold a surplus 
sale in March to dispose of equip- 
ment that has been replaced or is no 
longer needed, 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey re- 
ported that since the last meeting, 
the department has answered 292 
complaints. This includes nine traf- 
fic accidents. There were 42 cita- 
tions issued including five for DUI. 
There were also nine criminal arrest. 

The animal control officer im- 
pounded 25 dogs. One of those was 
returned to the owner and one was 
sold. 

Hanchey also told counci! mem- 
bers that 20 abandoned vehicles had 
been tagged for removal and their 
owners notified. He said they then 
have five days to do something with 
the vehicle before further action is 
taken. 


The meeting ended on a sober’ 


note as Moore noted the country 
may be in war at any time and ““We 
need to think about how it would ef- 
fect us”.
